Dwelling on the situation of 
Kwangtung-Kiangsi borders, the 
General expressed his confidence 
that the Reds woulil never dare to 
threaten Kwangtung, since they 
were not in n position to do 40 on 
account of their inferiority both 
in number ‘and equipment.

In view of thls importance it {a 
highly desirable that the world 
should know China better, better 
than it docs now, and that the 
Chinese should have wider know- 
ledge. of their ceonomic past and 
of their potentialities in the new 
ern which {s dawning upon ts. 

Therefore, the topic which I wish 
to present to you to-night 48 
“Common Sense in Forelyn Trade.” 
It fs because all of us-hnve noticed 
that in regent months, the German 
Trade and Industrial Delegation 
in China, the Sanadian Trade Dele- 
gatton in China sand the Britlah 
Economie Mission also ‘in’ China, 
have attracted more and more our 
attention and arouse our interest in 
the problems of foreign trade.

Apparently, the commercial 
polleies of the yreat nations are the 
results of the economle development 
that has been’ golng on for een- 
turles. They have been Influenced 
not only by the history, tradition 
and Industry of their people, but 
they reflgct the ever-changing 
economic theory and practice. If 
we are toUnderatand them we must 
know something of the history of 
the developmenf of international 
commerce. gIt will be impossible 
for me In this short space of time 
to deseribe Jn detail the history of 
commerce. Yowever, a general 
survey of the conditions and char: 
neter of the growth of forcign trade 
during the period of the fifteenth 
you to appre- 
clate the remarkable progress of 
world commerce to-day. 

A Revolution. 

Just look back 1,500 years ago, 
these were marked by changes 80 
raph and so extensive that they 
deserve the name of — revolution. 
The changes affected not only the 
intellectual Hife of Europe and its 
religious life; they caused n revolu- 
tion also in the world of polities and 
in the world of industry and com: 
Tt will be necessary to aur 
vey some of these changes before I 
touch on comnion sense in forelyn 
trade. 

Three main topics will oceupy the 
attention: 

1, The'extension of the commer- 
cint area by exploration and 
discovery.

“THE WORLD” inedne merely nore 
than tho village in which thoy 
lived. So limited were tholr inter- 
ests and knowledge from the 
International point of view 
that when on great Mongol 
or Tartar Empire was estab- 
Nahed in inner Asia by Gonghis 
Khan, the firat emperor of the Yuen 
Dynasty, Europeans bexan to pene- 
trate Asia sccking aid from tho 
Mongols against tholr encomien the 
Turks. Ambnaaadora, miastonaricn, 
merchants, nnd explorers made the 
Journey so frequently to Asia that 
a gulgo book waa written by an 
{talian soon after the thirteenth 
contury and at the samo time the 
Mirco Polo, return- 
ed from a. long atay in 
China and described his tra- 
vela, He had gone by — Innd, 
through = Persia, 
Monyolia, and, returning by sea, he 
could ‘tell also about Japan, the 
great Malay Islands, Burma, India, 
ete, Therefore, the people in 
Burepe had become consctous. that 
Asin was bounded by na sea on the 
Kast (ng what they classified as the 
near Enst, Middle Enst and Far 
Mast). Consequently the European 
people were urged by powerful 
cconomic motives to seek out the 
sea rotite to India in order to trade 
with China, ‘ 
Route To Cathay. 

Columbus, however, certainly de- 
serves the fame whieh hns been 
given him for the courage he show- 
ed in turning theory into action; 
and’ the consequences of his 
discovery of the New World 
in 1492, make it of. the 
turning-points in the world’s 
history. At firat Europe was dia- 
appointed, It is true, in the hope 
ihat a shorter route to Cathay had 
been found. Time was needed to 
prove that America offered more 
than Asia to build -up European 
commerce, and the full mensure of 
its possibilities was not reallved 
until the ninetcenth century, 

On the other hand history has 
made rapid strides in the Inst two 
decades, The business man {9 con- 
fronted with changing — conditions, 
These demand his study and con- 
sideration, Unquestionably Ger- 
many in the period of her greatest 
commercial expansion before the 
world war, and, Great Britnin, with 
her marvellous network of branches 
in foreign: countries and in her 
Dominions, were far superlor to the

In a word, forelyn trade is one 
of the most powerful factors in 
creating, and multiplying the weath 
of the nation. Take for instance, 
British commerce, which now covers 
every sea, and there js jot n port 
the world over untouched by her 
ships of trade, So commanding i3 
her position in trade that all 
peoples of the earth quote thelr in- 
ternational exchanges in terms of 
her monetaré . system, her giant 
institutions of finance are the 
models of exvellence for the rest of 
mankind, her manufacturing: citles 
and productive agricultures, her 
harbour and rivers, her resourced 
of iran and coal, are so bound to- 
gether by a network of railways as 
to mike of the whole o veritable 
workshap, The opportunities be- 
fore her people are great, but not 
so great as the people who made 
them. Her capitalists, enterprisers 
and Inbourers are of the highest 
order, and worthy of their great 
attainment, 

The young men of America are 
eager to play thelr part in the great 
drama of world trade, and the spirit 
of daring and adventure that sent 
the shipa of Salem and Boston to 
China, Indian, Africa, and all tie 
other far parta of the globe Is 
kindling anew in their breasts.

It has a, technique of its own which 
must be mastered, The trader must 
sludy his market. Ue mnuat build 
for the future. He must not treat 
his foreign department as a dump- 
lug ground for what he cannot 
cnaily dispose of ut home. He 
must seek business — Intelligently, 
for no longer does foreign tradu 
come unsolicited. He must be 
rendy to make a substantial invest- 
ment of time, money and energy. 
The result will amply justify the 
expenditure, *

jhos imagination, and, above all, if 


ho is touched by the spirit of advon- 
ture, it affers a carver whose at- 


tion, banking and forcign trade. 
Principles of business, wholesale 
and retail merchandising, questlons 
of the day, export problem, the cle- 
ments of political economy, and 
procedure in the selected field, 
should receive careful attention. 
Business Information. 

The student should be taught how 
-to get business Information. For 
this purpose he should study from 
the directories, the names, locations, 
and functions of trade organisations 
jind) Government = bureaus from 
which trade information can bo 
obtained, He should algo learn 
something of the principal foreign 
markets, and the names of some of 
the most prominent foreign firms 
and dealers throughout the world. 
He should ‘familiarise himself with 
Governmental activities in foreign 
trades in the = principal countries 
with the lists of officlat publications, 
advertising mediums, and books and 
articles bearing on the subject. 

Under the head of salesmanship 
will be taught the art of buying 
und Relling, the psychology of the 
vale, with special reference to con- 
ditions and methods in different 
countries, Not merely barter and 
sale, but selling methods, sales or- 
vanisations, the manner of ap- 
pronch in different countries, and 
the different clnases of merchandise 
thould be considered. Selling by 
mail, marketing plans, policies and j 
methods, the framing of circular 
letters and of Ietters of Inquiry, the 
use of cables and: office practices 
abroad should alsa be included In 
the course of study. 

The student should know some- 
thing of commercial law in general 
with specinl reference to its statute 
in the different countries In the 
world: It is most essentlal that he 
should know the consular require- 
menta and formalities, custom laws 
and regulations, Inwsa relating to 
samples, travellors and printed mat- 
tera, the law relating to trade-mark, 
patents, maritime Inw, and mari- 
timo inaurance, 

The value and necessity of the 
study of commerclal geography and 
history aro self-cvident. The one 
gives the most éssential and con- 
crete information concerning those 
elements that determing trade op- 
portunities, the other assists in the 
understanding of present conditions 
‘by a study of tho past. ; 

Theory of Rustness.

STOUT DAZZLE. 


A Further Trial of All 
Devices Desirable. 


For many months past it has been 
common knowledge that the Ministor 
of Transport has had in proparation 
oa now regulation to reduce the an- 
noyance caused by head Inmp dazzle. 
With tho evenings rapidly drawing 
in we think it likely that it will be 
promulgated within tho next few 
weeks. 

As to {ts terms, ono can but 
Bpeculate. Many rumours aro cur- 
rent, and it is possible that evon 
now the final wording of the Order 
fa under discussion, From sources 
as o rule moderately well fnformed 
comes the suggestion that the Min- 
{ster favours the dip .and switeh 
method of combating dazzle, If 
this impression as to the Mlnister’s 
Intentions ia correct, while a deci- 
sion based upon it would be wel- 
comed by certain Jamp manufactur- 
ers, and by many thousands of pri- 
vate car owners whose Iamps aro 
of the dip and switch variety, {t 
would be a severe blow to tha 
makers of special lenses and to 
. those who own foriegnemade cars 
on which such Jenaes aro fitted os 
part of the standard equipment, 


Tho Ideal Device. 


We havo suggested—nand we re- 
peat the suggestion—that {t would 
be well, before a now Order ia 
iseued, to organise another demon- 
stration of anti-dazzlo dovices. 
Admittedly admirable as aro tho 
dip and awitch lamps or reflectors 
now available, they suffer from the 
inevitable shortcoming that. the 
driver has to bring them into action 
by manual racans, It is not diM- 
cult to ncetuate thoum—tindeed, It fa 
the simplest of operations—but it 
would, we think, be unwise to Issue 
aon Order definitely apecifying any 
one methoe of securing the desired 
result, It ‘is, in fact, the result 
that is necessary rather than the 
means of achieving it. The ideal 
to aim at fs something which gives 
the result automatically without 
calling upon the driver to do any- 
thing, however simple, -F 

Hitherto the uso of special lenses, 
lamp fronts, cowls, and the lke has, 
aga rule, meant that the effectiva- 
ness of the driving Nght has been 
curtailed. It may be that all the 
special lenses and stationary re- 
flectora still suffer from thig serious 
disadvantage, but is the Minister 
sure that such is tho case? 

The declaion he must take is a 
serious one, and If ho takes it pre- 
-maturely ho will almost fnovitably 
lay Nimaclf open to justifiable criti- 
cism. His best courao appears to 
be to Invite all those with anti- 
dazzlo devices. of a practleal natura 
publicly to demonstrate thoir {n- 
ventions, If sevoral dovices meet 
hla requirements ho can specify 
what must be donc, and leave 
motorista free to seloet the precise 
menns of complying with the law. 
If only one type proves satisfactory, 
ho can mako {ta uso obligatory, and. 
no one can complain—The Auto- 
egr.

“DON'TS” FOR DRIVERS. 


To the inexperlenced motor- 
ist practically the whole dic- 
tionary seems to be full of 
“don'ts,” but there ia Uttle 
doubt that the longer one 
motors the more one realises 
the Importance of thla little 
word. The following collec- 
tion of don'ts,” varying from 
the senfety first aspect to the 
welfare of the car and better 
driving methods, are worthy 
of the nttention of all motor- 
ists, 

Don’t try to get too great o 
mileage out of n gallon of oll. 
It won't pay you. One often 
hears and reads of drivers 
who get anything up to 5,000 
‘miles out of a gallon of oil, 
and this without changing the 
lubricant in the sump.  No- 
thing [8 said, however, about 
the wear which takes place in 
the ‘engine under these condi- 
tions. If the motor Is to have 
a rensonable chance — of 
trouble-free life the olf should 
be changed every 1,000 miles, | 
nnd, for city driving, every * 
500. 

Don’t be tempted to buy 
cheap, unbranded oll; it will 
probably turn out rather ex- 
» pensive in the end. 

Don't neglect potnts that 
need lubrication mercly be- 
cause they, are..almost  in- 
acceasihle, . 

Don't be afrnid of pear 
changing. If you have not 
the knack of getting the lever 
across silently take ao couple 
of lessons and get ft. It will 
snve you money, and will add 
materially to your driving 
pleasure. 

Don't forget that you owe 
a measure of consideration 
nnd all reasonable courtesy to 
all other road users. Don’t 
drive in such a way as to 
splash pedestrinns or other 
rond users with mud if it ts 
nt all practicable to avold do- 
ing so. By keeping your 
wheels out of the worst pot 
holes and going slowly in 
muddy places you can avold 
a lot of inconvenience to other 
people. 

Don't reverse without pre 
viously giving yourself the 
“all clear.” 

Don't forget that your per- 
sonal comfort ix on important 
“factor to your safety as road- 

_using unit. 

Don't drive on one brake 
only, Use each alternately 
and gently. 

Don't abuse the use of the 
horn, or imagine that its 
warning gives any noutomatle 
right of way at cross roads. 
All the best drivers use a 
minimum of such sounds, 
emergencies excepted, of 
course, : 

Don't overtake on corners, 
even if some onc waves yot 
on, or until you know from 
your own observation that the 
road is clear, 

Don't.play with the adjust- 
ments on your car untess you 
know how to do It.

Some More Points for the 
Mathematically Minded. 


E. C, Lester writes In tho third 
of a series of articles, undor tho 
above heading fn the Autocar:

Of course, in 
pragtico {f would not reach anything 
Nko such o hpight qving to the in- 
fluance of wind reajatance, but since 
the experlment is not likely to be 
maga the: proviso js of no great 
moment. 

Tho formuln for discovering this 
figuro always uscd to strike mo as 

trifle odd, The height reached is, 
of course, a product of the number 
of mintitca, and the average apoat 
in fect per emfifute, and since tho 
timo fn fugction of the speed the 

erosulting product varics as the 
square of the velocity with which 
the body starts. In other words, if 
ou throw a ball twiee as fast inte 
he air i, will go four tlmes as high. 
Which always .struck me as most 
improbable. But after pondering 
the matter I decided that what ap- 
pearcg to be an improbabilily was 
due “to my fipugining that “twice 
av fast’ was the same thing as 
“twicdgas bard.” It is not. 

The same is trac of horizontal 
distagce. Suppose the machine to 
Jenve tho*yround at 46 deg.—the 
angle whieh would result in the 
loggeat jurfip — culculation shows 
the resulting loap to be in’ tho 
Snoighbourhuud of 1,400 yards, again 
neglecting the fgctor vf wind  re- 
siatance——u fyure even more im- 
pressive.

Simpler laws of the road, on 
embodied in. the Road Traffic Act, 
1980, will] result in a much moro 
complicated procedure to bo follow- 
ed by the motorist applying for a 
driving licence, saya the Dally 
Express in mail week, 

Two pages of questions and de- 
clarations will have to be answered 
and. signed, and on a special slip 
of paper yet another signature will 
have to be written. 

This will be gummed Inside tho 
new Iicence-book by the authorities, 
so that the holder of the licence can 
be fdentified. 

Ono of tho questions is:— 

“Are you able to read at a dis- 
tanco of twenty-five yards In good 


daylight (with glasses, if worn) o 
motor-car number-plate containing 
six letters and figures?” 

This representa an important 
change In the offictal requiroments 
regarding eyesight. Some time ago 
it was announced that. applicants 
would be expected to read a nymber- 
Plate at a distance of thirty to 
thirty-five yards. 

It is undoratood that the British 
Medical Aysoclation advised that 
any one who could not bring his 
vision up to the twenty-five yards 
standard by means of auitable 
glasses could not be regarded as a 
safo driver of a motor vehicle. 

Ability to Drive. 

The new application form will 
be In tho hands of tho Iconsing 
authorities within the next fort- 
night, ond should be ready for issue 
on December 1.
